butanfvverefmanymeafure)  to  that  Hope  of  mine,  which  alone  both  induced  this  Delire 
'and  produced  this  Defigne:  Wherein  1  muft  confeffe  my  part  but  fmall,fauing  my  great 
aduenture  in  the  Charge ,  and  my  great  Good-will  to  doe  Good .  All  which,  together 
with  my  belt  Seruices ,  1  humbly  proftrate  at  your  Princelyfeete,  as  befeemes 
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To  the  Louers  of  ArchiteClure. 


J  r  learned  Author  Sebaftian  Serly,  hailing  great  forefight  to  (loeto  and  ex- 
plame  the  common  rules  of  Archite£lure,  did  frfl  ptiblilh  his  Fourth  Booke, 
entreating  of  Architeaure,  and  after  his  Third  Booke,  declaring  excellent  An-^ 
ticimties.  Fearing  that  ifhee  had  begunne  TOf/;  Geomefrie  and  Perfpeaitie, 
common  Toorkmen  xoould'haue  thought  ( that  the  trxo  former  although  fmall) 
had  not  beene fo  needefull  to  fludie andpraBife  as  the  other-.  Which  friendly 
Reader,  conjidered,  hindered  mee  long  either  frornTTanflating or  Publi/Imtg the nvo former,  bein? 
pervaded  by  fitndry  friends  and  xvorkemen,to  haue  deffled  my  purpofefothfromtranflatincror 
publijhing  .  The  -which  f  hadfurely  effeBed,  if  I  had  beene  ouer-ruled  by  their  requefts  "'and 
perjwafions-,  alleadging  flrong  reafons,  that  the  common  Workemen  of  our  time  little  regarded  or 
ejieemedto  Wo-rke  -with  right  Simmetrie :  theyphich  is  confufed  and  erronious,  in  the  iudgement 
of  the  Learned  ArchiteB,  if  they  -will  follo-w  the  Order  of  Antiquities  hereafter  enfuing.  Where- 
Jore  leaf  my  good  meaning,  together  -with  my  Labour  in  Tranjlating  and  Puhlidoing  tfiould  not 
be  regarded  and  efleemed  (  as  -Worthie  )  confidering  it  not  onely  tendetb  to  the  great  profit  of  the 
Architea  or  Workeman,but  alfo  generally  to  all  other  Artifcers  of  our  Nation:  laduije  all  genc- 
them  fellies ,  nor  to  be  Jelfe-conceited' in  their  aysme  yporkes,  but  -Well  wnder- 
Jiand  this  my  labour  {  fending  to  common  good  )  and  be  perfwadedthatypho  Jo  fioaU  foUo-w  thefe 
rules  hereafter  Jet  downe,  fimT  not  onely  haue  hiT.  Worke  -wellefeemed  of  the  commonpeople,but 
aljo  generally  commended  and  applauded  of  all-workemen,and  men  of  iudgement.  Vale.

A  Treatife  of  PerfpecJtiues,  touching  the  Superficies. 

The  Jccond  Chapter. 

Lthoughthefubiilland  ingenious  Arte  c(  Perfpediiueis  very  difficult  andtroublcrometo  f« 
downc  in  writing,  and  (pecially  the  body,ormodelI  of  things, which  aredrawen  cut  of  the 
ground for  it  is  an  Arte  which  cannot  be  lo  well  eapreffed  by  figures  or  writings,  as  by  an  vn* 
derfhewing,  which  is  done  fcucrally :  Notwithftanding,  feeing  that  in  myfitllEookelhaue 
Ipoken  of  Geometry,  without  the  which  Pcrfpedfiuc  Arte  is  nothing ;  I  will  labour  in  the  brie¬ 
fed  manner  that  I  can  in  this  my  fccond  Bookc,  to  ihewc  the  worketnan  fomucb  thereof,  that  hecfhall  bee 

able  to  aide  and  hflpe  himfclfc  therewith. 

In  thisvvoike  I  will  not  trouble  my  fclfeiodifputePhilofophicallywhatPerrpcfliueiSjOtfrom  whence 
ithaththcofiginall  for  learned  feri/ier  wtiteth  datkelyof  the  (peculation  thereof. 

But  to  ptoceede  to  the  matter,  touching  that  the  wotkernan  (hall  haue  caufe  to  vfe,  you  mud  vnderdand, 
thatPcilpcdiuei5that,whichrf/r««/«rcaUcthScefiographie,thatis,thevpright  patiandfidesof  any  buil- 
ding  or  of  any  Superficies  or  bodies. 

This  Pctfpciftiuc  then,  conlidcth  principally  in  three  lines:  The  fitfl  line  is  the  Bafe  below, from  whence 
all  thiiii’S  haue  their  beginning.  The  fccond  line  is  that,  which  goeth  or  reacheth  to  the  point,  which  fome 
call  fiuht, others, the  hotifon :  Butthchorifonis  thetighename  thereof,  for  the horifon  is  in eucry  place 
W  hcrclocuer  fight  cndc.h.  The  third  line,  is  the  line  of  the  didances,  which  ought  al  wayes  to  dand  lo  high 
as  the  horifon  is  farre  ornecre.accotdingto  thcfituation,  as  when  time  ferueth,  1  will  declare. 

T  his  Horifon  is  to  be  vnderdood  to  (land  at  the  comets  of  our  fight ,  as  if  the  woikcman  would  (hew 
3  piece  of  woikeasaind  a  flat  wall,  taking  his  beginning  from  the  ground,  win  re  the  feeie  of  the  beholders 
Ihould  (land.  In  (uchcafeit  is  requifite,  that  the  Horifon  fhould  bee  as  high  as  our  eye,  and  the  didance 
tofeccrb.holdthatwoike,  (hall  be  let  or  placed  in  the  fitted  place  thereabouts,  as  it  it  were  in  a  Hall,  ora 
Chamber,  then  thcdidancc  (ball  be  taken  at  theentry  thereof ;  but  if  it  bee  within,  or  at  the  end  ofaGalletv 
or  Court,  then  the  didance  fhall  be  fetat  theentry  of  the  (amcpiace,  and  if  itbecinaStreeteagainfla  wall 
oranhoutc,  thenyou  mud  fet  yourdiflanceon  the  other  fide.right  ouer  againdit.  Botifinfucha  cafe  the 
ft rf  etc  is  very  narrow,  then  it  were  good  to  imagine  a  broad  didancc,  fed  the  (hortening  tall  out  to  be  ouer- 
tedio’jsoi  vnpleafant  vntoyou:  for  the  longer  or  the  wyder  the  didance  is,  the  wot  ke  will  (hew  fomucb 
tliC  better  and  pleafanter. 

But  it  you  will  begin  a  piece  of  wotke  of  fiueor  fixe  foote  high  from  theground  whereon  you  Hand, then 
it  is  tcquilitc  that  the  H  orifon  fhould  dand  euen  with  your  eyes  (as  I  layd  befuie;  but  it  a  man  fhould  fee  no 
ground  of  the  woikc.whercon  the  vppermod  pan  docth  dand  (and  a  man  would  werke  very  high)  it  would 
not  be  correfpondent  W'ltli  the  eyes'?  In  fuch  a  cafea  man  mud  take  vpon  him  toplacethe  Hoiilon  fomewhat 
higher,  by.thc  aduice  of  fome  I  killull  woikman, which  maketh  hidoties  or  other  things  vpon  Houles,  thirtie 
or  Untie  foote  high  aboue  a  mans  fight,  which  is  vnfittingly.

Toprouethis,  it  appearctli  by  the  Architedfutesinourdayes,  wherein  good  Architcdlure  bath  begun 
toappeaic  and  (hew  it  Idle :  I'or,  was  not  Sramast  an  excellent  Architedfor ,  and  was  he  not  fird  a  Painter, 
and  ind  great  skill  in  Pet  (pedliuc  Art,  before  he  applyed  himlelfeto  the  Art  of  Architedlurc^  tudRtfbitl 
Durino  was  noi  he  a  molt  cunning  Paynter,and  an  excellent  Pcripediiue  Anid,  before  he  becamean  Archite- 
dii  r?  And Baf/fniz-ar  Perrue^e  oteawa,  wasal(oaPaynter,and  IbMcllfeeneinPerfpidtiuc  Art.thathcfcc- 
kingio  place  ceitaine  Pillars  and  other  Antikc  works  perfpediiuely,  tcckeluch  a  plejiurcinthc  proportions 
and  mealiites  thereof,  that  hcalfo  became  an  Atchiicdlor.-  wherein  he  fo  much  excelled, ihat  his  like  was  al- 

luod  not  to  be  found.  VVasnot  learned  Uronimui  Ge»^ii  i\io  an  excellent  Paynier,  and  mod  cunning  in 
Peifpcidiuc  Arte, as  the  faiic  works,  which  he  made  for  the  picalure  of  his  Lord  Frtndjct  cdMarw, 
Duke  of  FrfuB,  can  tcflific;  vnderwhom  hebccamc  a  mod  excellent  AtchitedIcrC  Iulms 
Romatius,  a  fchollerot  PaphMl Durbin  \v.'ho,  by  Pcrlpedliue  AiteandPayniing,  be¬ 
came  ancxcellent  .Arcliitedlor,  witncdeih  the  fame.  Then  to  come  toroy 
purpofc;  I  fay  ,  that  a  man  mud  be  diligent  and  vigilantin  this  Ane, 
wherein  I  will  begin  with  fmall  things,  and  then  proceed  to 
gi  cater  i  vntill  1  haue  (hewed  you  the  full  Atte  and  man¬ 
ner  thereof,  as  1  defire.

lejje  we  might  haiufiene  them  drawne  in  proportion  vnto  our  eyes,  as  in  this  Beoke  we  may  not  onely  rtad,what  'the  Ro. 
manes  at  the  laji,  after  other  nations  had  built,  but  alfo  the  fame  e^uthors  haue  fet  downc  vnto  vs  in  Figure  (^as you 
may  fee  them  here)  piece  by  piece, not  only  how  many  rois,ells,feet  dr  palmes,but  alfo  the  minutes  thereof, and  what  com. 
pat  they  contained ,  all  pcrfeSJty  deferibed.  s^nd  although  it  was  no  part  of  myinti-nt,totranfiatethiiBeokeofi^n- 
tiquities  of  Rome  into  our  mother  tongue,  regarding  the  harrennefje  of  our  language-,  or  per  aduenture fuch  as  fludie  or 
fauoar  the  fame,  are  all  too  few  to  defray  my  charges  therein-,  yet  1  haue  not  refrained  todoe  it ,  king  thereunto  com¬ 
pelled  by  the  great  works  of  the  forif cation  of  the  City  of  t^ndwerp,  and  other  great  places-,  and  for  this  caufe  fpeciaUy, 
thateuery  man  that  wondreth  at  thegreatnet  thereof  which  was  made  withmof  great  cop  dr  eharges, may  hereby  fee  and 
confider,  yea  how  much  greater, dr  needles  charges  ( to  he  compared  vnto  this)lhe  Komanesinotpeaking  of  other  nation) 
haue  in  ttmepafl  he  flowed,  in  making  of  obth/ces,  riranddesfl  hermesfl  healers.  Amphitheaters, tryurr'phant  Arches, 
and  many  more  fuch  like  things, -whienferued  or.iy  forpieafure  dr  tryumph  whereby  it  is  to  be  prefiimed  ,that  they  would 
haue  made  the  for  ti feat  ions  of fuch  Cities  or  T  ownes  .made  for  thefifety  of  the  Land, far  better  then  they  now  art. Now 
itfttobenotedythatall,whatfoeuer  the  Romanes  baue  made,  noth  not  wholly  agree  wlthWtxwviwssrules ,  fo  that  many 
whiehhaue  (ounterfeyted  tkeje,  and  fuch  like  peeces  of  worke,  haue  thereby  beene  abiifed  and  deceiucd .-  for  fome 
WDuldbardly  beleeue,  thatin  thofe  dates  f-tsweli  as  atthtstime)  admancrof  workemenwere  one  better  then  ano¬ 
ther,  which  many,vnawar es  and  vrftii  fully  do  many  thing:. which  good  Antiquities  would  wiHingly  not fufer,  hereof 
they  ih.tlt  fend  good  inPruLlions  in  this  Booke  (and  they  m.ty  tearne,  ft  hey  will  read  it)  how  to  difeerne good  from  had-, 
whereunto  the  former  printed  fourth  Booke  tt  fpecially  made  i  far  in  it  the  whole  quantity  of  the  mcafurei  is  ctntay- 
ned,  as  in  theBpifleof  the  faydtlookeit  is  premijed.  So  in  this  third  Booke ,  youfhall  not  onely- find ,  ftrpthe 
Uhnographia,andthen  after  the  Ortkcgraplyes,  with  part  of  the  S  ciographies  of  the  mof  famous  Antiquityes  of Rome, 
Italy, andfeme  of  ether  places,  but  alfo  of  the  mofl  excellent  huyld-.Hgs  in  ourd.iyes,  fpecially  thofe  that  aremadehy 
Bramant,  Sothat  the  Reader  heingwell  infl-uBealn  the  afoicfaydfoarthBookt,whcre  all  the  Orders  are  wellfet foorth 
and  declared,  he  may  of  kmfclfe  iudge  what  is  well  or  ill  made,  that  at  me  time  a  man  may,  without  any fmther  labour, 
make  agood  and  mcorngiblepecce  of  worke.

The  third  Booke  of  Antiquitic* 


The  fourth  Qhapter. 

Mong  all  the  ancient  buildiog  to  bee  (cene  in  Rome,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  the 
Pantheon  fforonepicceof  worke  alone)  isthefayreft,  wholeft,  andbeft  to 
be  vndetlloodjand  is  fo  much  the  more  wondeifull  then  the  reft ,  becaufeit 
hath  fo  many  members,  which  are  all  focorrefpondent  one  to  the  other,  that 
wholoeuer  beholdeth  it,takcth  great  plcafure  thcrein,which  proceedeth  from 
this,  that  the  excellent  workeman,  which  inuented  it,  chofe  the  perfiteft 
forme,  that  is,  the  round  forme,  whereby  it  is  vfually  called.  Our  Lady  of  the 
Round  :  for  within,  it  is  as  high  as  it  is  broad.  And  it  may  be,  that  the  fayd 
workeman,  confideting,  that  all  things  proceeding  orderly,  haue  a  principall 
and  onely  head,  whereonthe  nether  parts  depend,  wisofopinion,  thatthis 
piece  of  worke  mould  haue  onely  but  one  light,  and  that,  in  the  higheftpatt  thereof,  that  it  might  fptead 
abroad  in  all  places  alike,as  in  effeftyou  fee  it  doth;  for  befides  other  things  which  haue  their  perfefi  light, 
thereare  fixe  ChappeIs,whichffotthattheyftandv\ithinthcthickncftcofth£walU(hould  be  darkc,yct 
they  haue  their  duclight,  by  the  meanesof  fomedrawing  windowes ,  abouc  in  the  top  of  the  fayd  Chap, 
pels,  which  giue  them  fecond  light,  taken  from  the  vppermofthole,  lo  that  there  is  not  any  fmall  thing 
in  them,  but  it  receiuethapartof  the  light,  (and  this  is  notmade  without  great  iudgement.)  for  this 
Temple,  in  old  time,  being  dedicated  to  all  thegeds,  by  which  meancs  ihcrc  ftood  many  Images  in  it, 
(which  thediuers Tabernacles,  Scares, and  fmall  windowes  fitewj  itwasneccflary  that  cuety  onehadhis 
due  light.  Wherefore  fuch  as  takepleafure  to  make  Images,  andoiher  imbofted  or  grauen  worke,  muff 
confider,  that  fuch  a  Cabinet  fhould  haue  his  light  from  aboue,  that  euery  one,  ftanding  in  his  place,  neede 
rot  lookc  for  light  to  fee,  butthattbeymaybcc  feenealtogciheratonctime.  Eutto  cometomy  firft 
(peach :  For  that  thcPanthcoirfeemeth  vniomc  tobethe  petfedfeft  pceccot  wotkethat  cuerl  faw,thetc^ 
fore  I  thought  it  good  to  fet  it  firft  in  the  beginning  of  this  Bocke,  and  for  a  principall  head  of  all  other 
peeces  of  wotke.  The  founder  of  this  Temple  (as  E//»?fwriteth  in  more  then  one  place)  was 

to  accomplifh  i^ugiiflus  C^fars  laft  will, who  being  intercepted  by  death,  could  not  finifh  it ;  and 
fo  it  was  built  about  foureteene  yeeres  after  the  byrthof  our  Lord, whichisaboutyjot.  yeeresfromthe 
beginning  of  the  world. 

Inthis Temple  (as  writeth)  theCapitalswereofCoppcr;  andhee  writeth alfo, that the 
Image-maker  of  Athens,  made  the  excellent  Caradlcts  in  the  Pillars,  and  that  the  Images  placed  aboue  the 
Frontefpicium  were  much  commended,  although  by  the  highnefle  of  the  place  they  could  not  be  fo  well 
difeerned.  This  Temple  was  confumed  with!ightcning,andburnt,about  the  12.  yccrc  oftheraigneof  the 
Eraperour2'r«4», which  wasabout  113.  yeeresafterihcbytth  of  Chrift,  andinihc  yjii.ycere  of  the 
creation  of  the  world  :  and  Lucius  Septimus  Scucrus,  and  CMtrcus  Aurelius  AHSeuius,  repayred  it  agayne. 
With  all  thcOrnaments  thereto  bclonging,asitappearethin  the  Architraueof  the  faydframe;  whichOr- 
naments,  you  muft  prefume,  were  all  new  made ,  otherwiCs-the  Caradfers  of  Diogenes  would  ftillhauo 
bene  wenc  ihcre.  But  in  truth,  the  workman  that  madrit)was  very  iudicious  and  conftant;  for  that  he  pro¬ 
portioned  the  members  thereof  very  iudicioufly  to  thebody,  and  would  not  ruppteflethe  workewith 
many  cuttings;  but  as  I  willfhew,  when  timeferueth,  how  to  place  and  dcuide  them  excellent  well. 

'"'otke,  hee  hath  obferued  the  worke  of  Corinth,  and  would  mixe  no  other  with  it;  and 
wuhall, the  meafures  of  allthemcmbcrs  areas  well  obferued  as  euet  I  faw  or  meafured  in  any  other  pccce 
of  worke,  whereby  we  may  call  this  Temple  an  exampleof  wotkemanfhip,  Butlcauing  this  matter  (for 
thatitgiueththeworkemanlittf-,  orno  inffruAion  tothepurpofe)  I  will  proccede  to  the  particular  mca« 
lures;  and  that  Imaygoe  forward  orderly  in  thefe  Antiquities,  the  firft  Figure  fhall  be  the  Ichnography. 
Thclccond,  the  Orthography.  Thethird,  the  Sciography.

This  Figure  following  is  the  Ichnography,  that  is,  the  ground  of  the  Temple  aforefayd,  which  is  meafu- 
red  by  the  ancient,  or  old  Romilh  Palmes  placed  along  by  the  fide  hereof.  Andfirft,  fpeakingofthePor- 
tall,  whereof  the  Columnes  are  6.  Palmes  &  29.  minutes  thicke.  The  Imcrcolumnes  (which  are  the  (pa¬ 
ces  from  one  Columne  toanother)  arc  8,  Palmes  and  9.  minutes  ••  the  breadth  of  thcPortail  is4o.  Palmess 
the  breadth  of  the  flat  Pillars  of  the  Portall,  is  like  the  Diameter  of  the  Columnes  .-the  breadth  of  the  Seates 
betweene  the  Pillars, is  10.  Palmes :  and  the  Pilaftcrs  on  the  Cdcs  are  2.  Palmes :  the  widcncfic  of  the  Gates 
is  Iff,  Palmes  and  a  halfe ;  the  widenelle  of  the  whole  Temple  (that  is, of  the  Floore  within,  from  one  wall 
to  another)  is  1P4- Palmes:  and  iulf  fo  much  is  the  height  from  the  Floore  to  the  vndcrmofl  (lone  of  the 
window  aboue.  The  fayd  round  hole  is  3ff.  Palmes  and  a  halfe  broad  :  each  of  the  fixe  Chappels 
that  arc  made  within  the  thicknefTe  of  the  wall,  arc  iff.  Palmes ,  and  30.  minutes;  andgoehalieas  deepe 
into  the  wall  as  the  thickneffeof  the  foure  fquare  Pillars  on  each  fide.  But  the  principal!  Chappell  is  thir- 
tie  Palmes  broad,  and  alfo  is  an  halfe  Circle,  befides  the  Pillars  aforefayd.  The  thickneflc  of  the  Columnes 
ofall  the  Chappels,  is  5.  Palmes,  3 .  minutes  lefle :  the  fourefquare  corner  Pillars  alfo  of  the  fayd  Chappels, 
contayning  as  much.  The  Columnes  of  the  Tabernacle  betweene  the  Chappels  ate  two  Palmes  thicke  .•  the 
thickneflc  of  the  wall  that  goeth  round  about  the  whole  body  of  the  Temple,  is  3 1 ,  Palmes.  And  although 
that  the  Chappels  make  the  walles  hollow,  yet  betweene  them  there  arc  hollow  places  made  within  the 
walles,  which  fome  fay,  were  left  for  places  to  teceiue  wind,bccaureof  earthquakes.  But  lam  of  opinion, 
that  they  were  left  fo  vnfilled.to  fparc  ftuffe.bccaufc  they  are  made  circlewife,  and  ate  ftrong  inough.  The 
going  vp, which  you  fee  here  on  the  left  fide,  was  alfo  on  the  right  fide,  to  go  vp  the  Portall :  men  alfo  went 
from  thence  round  about  the  Tcmple,ouer  the  Chappcls,through  a  fecret  way, which  is  yet  there;  through 
the  which  alfo  ,  they  went  without  on  thefteps,  to  clime  vp  into  the  higheft  parts  of  the  buildings,  whh 
many  goings  vp  which  are  round  about  it.  It  is  thought,  thatthis  foundation  was  all  one  maffe  or  lurope, 
and  without,  many  places  hollow,  fo  that  fome  neighbours  marking  it,  and  feeking  to  build,  hauc  found 
fucha  foundation  when  they  digged. 

This  is  the  old  Romifli  Palme,  which  is  deuided  into  twelue  fingers,  and  each  finger 
is  daiided  into  foure  parts,  which  arc  called  Minutes,  by  the  which 
mcafure  this  prdent  Figure,  with  all  the  parts  following, 
was  meafuted.

The  [ixt  Qhapter. 

THe  Ancients  (as  we  haue  heard )  confideting  the  ftatc  of  their  gods,  ordained  Dorica  wcrke,3r.d  dc  • 
dicated  the  fame  to  lapiter,OU,tr^3nd  Hercules:  but  we  build  Temples ,  and  dedicate  them  to  Chrift, 
Pi«/,Gre|;«r;,andfuchholy  perfonages,  that  werenot  onely  profcffedSouldiers,  but  alio  valiantly 
afld  boldly  loft  their  Hues,  and  (hed  their  bloud  for  the  faith  of  C  H  R  I S  T.  All  fuch  belong  to  Dorica, 
and  not  to  their  gods  onely,  but  to  men  of  armes,  and  ftrong  perfonages,  being  of  qualitie  more  or  lelTe  ; 
for  whom,  if  a  workeman  make  or  build  houfes  or  palaces,  they  muft  be  Dorica :  and  the  nobler  the  man 
is  for  whom  fuch  worke  is  done,  the  ftronget  and  ftatelycr  they  ought  to  be,  and  the  more  effeminate  that 
they  are,  the  more  flenderer  and  pleafantet  the  building  Chall  be,  as  I  will  Ihcw  when  time  fenictb.  But 
now  we  will  come  to  the  manerof  the  worke.  yitruuius  (peaketh  of  this  Dorica  worke,in  his  fourth  Bookc 
and  third  Chapter :  but  touching  Bafes  of  Columnesjhcc  fpeaketh  thereof  in  his  third  Booke;  although 
fomeareof  opinion,  that  he  fpeaketh &meaneth  ofthcBafesof  Corinthia,  for  that  they  hauebenemucii 
vfed  on  the  Corinthia  Columncs ,  and  lonica,  And  fomealfo  thinke.that  Dorica  Columnes  had  no 
Bafcs,hauingtelpeiS  to manyancient buildings;  as  theTheatcr of  CHitrcellits,ox\eoi  thefayreft  workes  in 
Italy,\xing  the  middle  downcwatds  Dorica ;  which  Columnes  had  no  Bafes,  tliebodyoftheColumnes 
reftingvpon  a  ftep,  without  any  other  fupport,  Theteis  atCarf(r3‘«///4»i)thefignesof  aDoricallTcm- 
ple.the  Columnes  whereof  ate  without  Bafes.  You  may  alfo  fee  in  Veronti  an  Arch  try  uraphant,of  Dorica 
worke,  where  the  Columnes  ate  without  Bafes,  Neuerthclcllc,  for  that  wotkemen  haue  in  former  times 
madethe  Corinthia  Bafes  in  another  manet,asl  will  (hew  hereafter  .•  Therefore  I  affirmc,  thatthc  Bafes 
Atticurga,  which  rirnaiw, in  his  third  Booke,  fonameth,  are  the  Dorica  Bafes:  and  this  wee  fee, 
hath  obferued  in  his  Buildings  which  he  made  mRme :  which  Brawaar,  being  the  light  and  Inuentot  of 
goodand  true  Architedlurc,  which  from  Antiquitie  to  his  time  (beingvndcr  Popefa/ia;  thefecond^  had 
beenehidden,wcoughttobclccue.  ThenthisBafe  of  Dorica  fhall  be  the  height  of  halfe  the  thickneffe 
of  aColumne.'thePIinthus  the  third  part  of  his  heightiof the  reft  there  fhalbcfoure  parts  made;  one  (hail 
be  for  the  Thorusaboue;  the  other  three  fhall  befetin  }.  cnen  parts.- the  one  for  theThorus  aboue,  the  fc- 
cond  for  the  Trochilc  or  Scotia:  but  the  fame  being  deuided  in  feuen  parts,  one  part  (hall  be  the  vppermoft 
lift ,  and  another  the  vndermoft.  TheProiedlure  or  bearing  out  of  the  Bafc,  (hall  be  of  halfe  the  height, 
andfofhallthePlinthusof  each  Facie  hold  a  thickneffe  and  a  halfe  oftlic  Columnc,  And  if  the  Bafc  ftan- 
deth  below  our  fight,  the  corner  vndcr  the  vppermoft  Thotus,  (being  of  it  lelfc  darkened )  ought  to  bee 
fomewhat  lower  then  the  other.  Butif  theBafeftandethaboucourfight,  the  corncrabouethenether- 
raoftThorus(al(oofit  fclfedatkcnedjfliallbcgrcaterthenthcothct.  Thctetoalfo  the  Scotia,  darkened 
by  thcThorus,inluchcafe(halbe  made  more  then  the  mcafureappoynted.  And  in  fuch  cafes  the  wotke- 
roan  muft  be  iudicious  and  wary, as  yitrauiiis  would  haue  him  to  beelearned  in  the  Mathematical!  fcicnce, 
that  doth  ftudy  his  Bookc.

£  Pagans  tookc  this  kind  of  worke  from  women, and  aferibed  it  to  Di.m.t,  Bjicchus 

g  &c.  But  we  that  are  Chriftians.hauing  a  Temple  to  make  of  this  worke,  we  will'dedicate  it 
S  to  hich  Saints  as  are  of  nature, cyther  wcakc  or  ftrong ;  fo  likewilc,  common  workes  are  fit 
0  for  peaceable  people,  men,  ncyther  great  workeracn,  noralltoo  fimpleinworkemanfliip: 
and  luch  workemen  are  fitted  forfuch  wotke.  Now  let  vs  come  to  thctncahires -.the  lonica  Columne, 
by  a  common  rule,  miiftbeof  8.  parts,withCapitaiI  and  Bafe.- although  that  (ayth,itmuft  be  of 

S.pactsandanhalfejfomay  raenfometimes  make  it  of  9.  parts  and  mote, as  fome  indifferent  workemen 
haue  affirmed.  But  this,  I  lay,  fhall  be  made  of  8,  p.rrt; ,  which  muff  hold  his  thickneffe  below,and  fo  lhal! 
their  Bafesbeof  halfe  the  fame  thickenes,  which ^»>r»»/oifettcth  downc  diligently,  in  the  3.  Booke.aod  in 
the  third  Chapter  of  the  fame  Booke, in  this  maner,  that  the  6afe  aforefayd.muft  be  of  halfe  the  Columnes 
thickeneffe,  but  the  Plinthus  muff  be  of  the  third  part  thereof:  which  Plinthus  taken  of,  you  fhal  make  fe- 
uenp3rtsofthereft5whereofthreeffi3llbefottheThorus, and  foure  fhall  bee  for  the  twoScoticsorTro- 
chiles.with  their  Aftragals  and  Liffs,fo  that  each  Trochile  muff  haue  his  Affragall.  The  Aftragall  fhall 
be  the  cyght  part  of  the  Trochile,  the  Lifts  halfe  the  Aftragals.  Although  each  Scotie  with  the  Appen- 
dancesatcallof  one  height,yct  the  vndermoftfhalbe  greater;  for  it  fhall  (hoot  out  vndcrneath,tothc  out- 
tetraoft  part  of  the  Plinthus.  The  PtoieiSufc  on  ey  ther  fide,  (hall  be  one  eyght  part,  and  onefixt  part.-fo 
thatthePlinthusoneytlier  fide  (hall  beonefoutthpatt,and  one  cyght  part  more  then  the  thickeneffe  of 
the  Columnes.  Now, for  that  the  CintSc  or  Lift  is  fuppreffed  by  the  greatnes  of  the  ThofUs,  I  am  perfwa.

Corinthia worke,r<rr»»/«jfpeakethonely  io  his  fourth  Booke,and  the firft  Chapter,  in  * 
Sntancrasif  he  would  fay,  that  the  (arae,  which  is  faydof  thcIonicaColumne,  is  inCorinthia 
I  wotke:  and  in  his  fecond  Chapter  hec  fpeaketh  of  Mogdilions  among  the  Coronas,  therefore 
ie5i?5S)«ainotgiuinganyotherrulesormea(ures  of  the  other  parts;  but  the  ancienfRoroanesvfingthi* 
^er  of  Corinthia  much,  (as  alio  the  reft)  made  the  Bales  of  thefc  Columnes ,  with  a  great  number  of 
members  or  partsfullof  worker  of  which  Safes  to  la  downe  fome  rules, I  will  fpcake  of  one  of  the  laytell 
buildings  in  Rome, that  is,  the  Pantheon,  called  by  the  name  of.Our  Lady  de  Rotonde ,  fetiingdownc  all 
the  meafurcs  thereof.  The  Co'umne  of  Corinthia  worke  is  made  by  a  common  rule,  confiliing  of  j.patts 
in  height,  with  Capitals  and  Bafes:  the  Capital!  whereof,  Oiall  be  as  high  as  the  Columne  is  thickc  below, 
but  theBafelhallbeofhalfethcthickeneflcof  the  Columne.  Of  this  halfe, or  height  of  theBafe.thete 
(hall  be  foure  euen  pans  made, whereof  thcone  is  for  the  Plinthus,  the  other  three  lhall  bedeuided  in  Sue 
equal!  parts,  whetTOf  one  part  (hall  bee  (ortheThorusabouc.but  the  Thotusvnder  (hall  be  a  fourth  part 
thicker  lo  that  which  rclleth  (hall  be  deuided  into  j.  cuen  parts,  whereof  one  part  is  for  the  Scotie  below, 
with  the  A(lragall,and  two  Lifts  or  borders :  that  Aftragall  fhaU  be  the  fixt  part, and  each  lift  or  border  the 
halfe  thereof  .‘but  the  lift  or  bonier  vnder  tlie  nethermoft  Thotus,lhallbeca  third  part  more  then  the  o« 
ther  TheProieaurc  of  the  Plinthus  fliall  (land  aboue  in  another  order  of  Columnes, making  them  like 
the  ionica  order;  but  if  the  place  be  beneath  ypon  the  ground, then  the  Ptoieaure  fliall  be  like  theDorica 
order  Alfo, according  to  the  place  where  the  Bafes  flialbe  placed  ,fothe  worketoan  muft  addeot  diminifli, 
as  is  before  fayd;  tor  as  thefc  Bafes  (land  beneath  the  light,  it  will  (land  well;  butif  it  bee  placed  aboue  the 
Csht  then  all  the  places  that  arevfcd  by  the  other  members, with  their  feucraldiftances,  (hallbcmadcgrea- 
ter  then  by  this  rule  is  prelctibcd.  And  the  higher  they  be  let,  fo  much  the  lefle  and  fayrer  feeme  t^ 
nembas  t  herein  the  workenfan  of  the  Rotond^  was  well  aduiled,  for  that  hee  made  the  Bales  aboue  the

Ltliough *»/'<» fpeaketh  offourcmsnerof  ColuiTines,asDorica,  lonica,  Corinthia  and 
Thufcana.giuing hereby  vntovs  almoftthcfirftandfimplemanerol  ornamentsof  Archite- 
£liire.'  peuerthclclle,!  haueadded  one  to  the  fayd  fbure,3s  (almoft^  a  lift  mancr  of  Pillar, com< 
pofedof  theothersa(orcfayd,moucdthetetihto,b)r  the authoritie ol  Romane  woike,  which 
wc  may  fee  with  our  eyes.  And,iattueth,thewotkemans  fotefight  ought  to  befuch,  that 
as  occafion  lerueth,hc  may  make  many  things  by  thefayd  fimple  and  compound  workc,tefpe<aing  both 
the  nature  and  the  fubieift.  And  therewithal!  the  workeman  fometimes  ftowhofejudgementmany  fub- 
iedimay  be  referred}  ftiall  be  abandoned  and  left  by  yitrmim  counlel ,  that  could  not  conceaue  alljwhere- 
by  he  fhould  be  brought  into  aftraight,and  compelled  to  do, as  he  Iccth  calc;  ( I  meane}  fort hatr/Vr«»i«, 
inmyopinion,lpcakcfhnotatallof  this  Compofita ,  by  lome called,  Latina, and  by  others, Italica;  which 
the  old  Romanes  .peraduenture,  beingnot  able  to  goe  beyond  the  inuention  ofthe  Greekes,  finders  of  the 
Dorica,atter  the  example  of  men  ,andoftheIonica,re(cmbledtowomen,and  the  Corinthia,  after  the 
forme  of  maydes,of  the  lonica  and  Corinthia  made  a  compofition, piecing  the  Volute  of  the  Ionica,with 
iheEchinointheCapitall  Corinthia;  and  thefethev  vied  more  in  Arches  tryumphant,  then  inany  other 
thingsswhichthey  did  with  good  foreflght,forthat  they  tryurophedouerall  thofe  countries,  fro  whence 
the  fayd  wotkehad  their  beginnings ;  and  lo  they  might  well  at  their  plcafurcs,as  commanders  ouer  them, 
fctthefeotder5together,astheyhaue  doneinthe  great  building  of  the  RomifhCohfco.  Andhauing 
therein  placed  the  j.  orders  one  vpon  the  other,  viz.  Donca,  lonica  and  Corinthia,  they  placed  Compo- 
£ta  aboue  them  all,which,  by  euery  one, is  called  fo ;  although,  as  men  may  percey  ue.thc  Capitals  are  al- 
moft  Corinthia,  Bit  it  was  an  excellent  iudgement,  in  my  opinion,  of  them, that  hauing  placed  this  order 
in  the  higheft  part  of  theColifeo,  which  being  farrt  off  trom  mens  light,  men  fhould  hauclcene,  if  they 
hadfetthe  Architraue,  Ftcefc  and  Cornice  of  the  lonica  and  Corinthia  aboue  the  Columnes,  that  inch 
Woike,  by  longdiftancc  of  time,  would  haue  prooued  bad;  but  placing  thcMutilesin  theFreelc, 
they  made  the  woike  rich,  anditholpc  thePtoiedute  of  the  Corona ;  and  withall,  it  wrought  another 
effed,  which  was,  that  the  Architraue,  Frccfe,  and  Cornice,  feemed  to  be  one  Cornice  alone,  by  meaner 
of  the  Modiglions  that  were  let  in  the  Frccfe,for  that  they  feemed  great, obferuing  their  proportion.

Katinuy  noclewoutanyltindsof  Ornaments,  wbereaf  Igiuenot  fomcrulcfot  inftrudioD,  as 
well  in  Pifturcs  as  ocher  things,  1  fay,  chat  tlic  woikcman  ought  not  onely  to  take  care  of  i  he  Orna¬ 
ments  of  ftone  or  marble,  but  alfo  of  the  Payntersworke,  to  let  out  the  walks  vvithall ;  and  it  is  te- 
quihte,  that  he  iTiculri  prefcribc  an  order  therein,  as  Sorueyor  of  all  the  tvorke ;  for  this  caufc,  that 
fomePaynters  haucbceneworken.cn  good  inough,  tooching  the  handling  of  their  ivotke,  but  for 
the  reft,  of  fo  little  vndctlfanding,  that  dcfirnig  to  fhew  their  fkill  in  the  placing  of  the  colours,  haue 
difgraccJ,  and  fometime  fpoyled  a  Story  of  a  houfc,  lor  want  of  confidcracion  hotv  to  place  tlx  Pic¬ 
tures  inthefaitie.  Xhcrctoreif  they  haue  a  Forefront  or  Facieof  a  houfc  to  paynt,  it  is  certayne,  thercisnoorcn- 
ncllctobclcftjwhcrcayrcorlantlliapistobeinade,  for  thole  bicskc  the  building  5  and  of  ashing  that  is  oiafiy  and 
clofe,chcy  tranifotme  it  into  ao  open  wcake  forme, like  a  ruinous  and  enperfit  building.  Alfo  thcrcflhould  be  no  pcifo- 
nages  nor  bcafts  coloured,  vnlcfleic  were  to  trim  and  decke  doores,  wherein  there  arc  mcnsperlonagCs:  but  it  the 
owner  of  the  houfe,  or  the  Paymer,  defire  colours,  that  the  wotke  may  not  be  broken  nor  fpoylcj,  amanmay  couer 
a  hackled  wall  oner  with  cloth,  and  therein  paynt  what  he  will ;  and  alfo,  afterthemanerofttyumphs,  amanmay 
hang  on  the  wall  Garlands,and  ffringsof  Leaues,and  Fruits,  Flowcrs,&c.  and  alio  Shiclds,Tcophces,and  lucb  things 
as  are  to  be  flirted:  butif  you  will  paynt  the  wallcjwithfitme  matter,  then  you  may  faync  things  of  marble  or  other 
floncs,  cutting  therein  what  yon  svill:  you  may  alio  besutific  Pome  figures  in  Niches,  with  meull,  and  fo  the  workc  will 
rcmaync  firme,  &  worthy  commendation  of  all  thofc  that  know  good  wotke  from  bad,  And  the  Author  tchcaricth  dl- 
ucts  excellent  workemcn,«  home  (for  brcui  lie  fake)  Iwillomit,  that  onely  vied  to  paynt  nothing  elfe  but  white  and 
blackcin  houfes,  and  yet  fo  excellently  well,  that  it  made  men  wonder  to  behold  them.  A  man  may  alfo,  with  good 
rcafon,maiceandrct  forth  certayne  openings  in  walles  of  lodgings,  round  about  the  Courts, and  make  ayi  c,Iancfl)aps, 
houfes,  figures,  bcafts,  and  fuch  like  things,  as  hcc  will  in  colours.  Allb,  if  a  man  hath  Chambcrs,Hallcs,or  other 
places,  about  the  ground  within,  to  paynt  and  fet  forth,  thena  Paynter,  inaianetof  Architefture,  may  makeopen- 
ingstofcc  throughthem,  aschcpiace  is ;  for  aboue  the  (ighca  man  mull  make  nothing  butayte  or  fkyes,  roofes, 
high  hillesjand  the  vpper  part  of  houfes;  and  ifyouplacefigutcs  alfoaboucthefight,  a  nwnmullfeevnder  them,and 
not  the  groundwheieon  they  fland.  And  if  the  Paynter  will  rnakeaHall  orany  other,  orfunhcrroomcpcrfpeaiue- 

lyjhemayjoucrthegoingin.withordcr  of  Architefture, makeit  to  fliew  further  then  in  cftcdl  it  IS.  AndtbiSjBW/ta- 
:{<r(ainan  excellently  welllcarncdinArchitefturc)did,in  beautifying  the  Hail  of  cyi  Hivll'm  G«iy/r,aMarchantof 
Home,  where.in  that  fort  he  fetoutfome  Columnes,  and  other  Architefture  to  that  purpofe  :  fothat  Perer  Afretin,  a 
man  alfo  fkilfull  m  Paynting  and  in  Pocfic,  layd,that  there  had  not  bcenc  a  perfiter  Paynter  then  he  in  that  houfe,  al- 
thoughthereisworkealfoinitof  P^apilxt/rownc  doing.  Andwhenthc  walles  arc  paynted,  and  ifyouwill  haue  the 
roofc  alfo  done,  then  follow  the  fleps  of  Antiquitic ,  making  things  that  aic  called  Grootes,  which, forthat  you  may 
make  them  as  you  will,  flicw  well  tbeicin,  as  Leaucs,  Flowers,  Bcafts, Birds, and  other  mixed  matter.  If  a  man  maketh 
any  clothes  or  apparell  of  figures,  or  whidi  are  made  fall  on  them,  therein  a  man  may  dee  as  he  will.  But  ifaPayn- 
tcr  will  make  any  figures  according  to  the  life,  in  a  roofc  ofa  houfc,  then  he  mull  be  very  Ikilfull,  and  much  cxercited 
in  Perfpeftiue  workc ,  and  very  iudicious  to  chufe  fuch  things  as  are  fitted  for  the  plate,  and  rather  heaucniy  flying 
thingSjthcn  earthly  things,  withfuch  Arte,  that  hcmufl  lliorten  the  figuresfo  faltiiough they  bee  monllrous)  that 
when  men  Hand  a  conuenient  diftancc  off  from  them, they  may  tcfcmblc  the  lil  e,  Which  thing  is  excellently  wellmade 
iaLtrttte  TMantin,  and  other  places  m  Italy,  bydiuers  wotkeraco;  yet  fkilfull  wotkemen  in  our  time  haue  fhuniicd 
fuch  fliortening.forthat(inlruth’!itis  not  (opicafing  to  the  eyes  of  the  common  loK  of  pcjpic.  TheicforeIlafb<«/B«r. 
Inn, whom  1  will  almayes  name  Diuine,  for  i  hat  he  neucr  had  his  fellow,  ( I  lay  no  mo:  e)  in  ihis  thing,  as  men  ludged  of 
him  whenhewas  topaynttlicroo‘cof(ocfagKy?iM  C»>/r  his  Gallery, flmnncd  iliorienmgasmuchashccould:  for  when 
hccamctothehighellpart  ofthe  roofc,  and  there  meant  to  make  the  banquet  of  the  gods,  heaucniy  things,  and  fuch 
as  fecued  to  the  purpofe  for  a  roote,  taking  away  the  hatfhnclTc  of  fliortcniogs,  fet  forth  a  cloth  of  azure  colour,  made 
falltothc  ftringsor  Garlands,  as  if  it  had  bcenc  a  thing  to  bccllird,  and  therein  made  the  banquet  folcemcly  and  fo 

workcmanlikc,  that  the  Gallery  wasratherefttemed  for  apreparation  to  a  tryumph,then  a  plaync  paynting  made  vp- 

on  awall.  Therefore  the  woikcman,  that  ought  not  to  bcvnfkilfull  m  Perfpeftiue  worke.lhould  notinduic,  as  be¬ 
ing  Surueyor  oucr  all  tU  iv;pikeuicn  in  tli*  building,  that  any  thing  fhould  bee  made  theicin,  without  his  counfeli 
and  aduice.

Itoughtalfotohemadeof  light  and  hrewne  colours:  and  in  the  middle  of  the  feldyoumufi  feta  gyh  Rofc :  hutif  a 
man  will  colour  it,  then  the  field  muf  bt  blue,  as  piercing,  but  the  Rofes  muf  he  bound  with  J orne  works  or  branches, 
that  they  may  not  feeme  to  hang  in  the  ayre ;  and  the  Cornices  which  clefe  vp  the  fouref quart  or  other  fields,  mufl  bee 
well  gyh, or  beautifyed  with  the  fame  colour;  butiffi  bee  the  Roofe  is  not  high  inoughfhessyou  muft  make  the  werke 
thinner  and  (mailer, as  alfothcpaynting :  and  that  you  may  vuderfandit,!  hauefet  twoftguresiofhewyou ,  which, 
notwithliandtng,areattone :  the  one  of  bare  wood,  theotber  paynted, as  I  fayd  before. Andthts  Order  I  ebferuedin  the 
Roofe  of  the  great  Lsbrarie  in  tbe  Palace  of  Venice,  in  the  time  of  the  Prince  Andrcagriti ,  becaufe  the  Roofe 
waslomcrthen  itfhouldbe ,  inrefpedlof  the  widenejje  and  length  of  the  Hall,  and  t  made  it  of  thinneworke,forthe 
reafon  aforefayd.
